be the plaint of many a snow-covered, town in 
the mid-west. Out in Kansas they are still wad- 
ing torturously through drifts with meager sup- 
plies for a community which has practically beep 
Isolated for three weeks. Many towns not far off 
from the beaten track have been without regular 
mails and have had to dig themselves out or be 
assisted from their snow-bound fastness by more 
fortunate neighbors. It has been a month ol 
record snowfall. 


"A universe of sky and snow!" said Whittier 


in "Snow-Bound." Depicting the winter scenes 
of New England farm life, the charming idyl is 
known to every school child. Word-picture as

settler; paved roads have invaded the wilder- 
ness and the secluded farm valley; but with all 
the worriers of modern transportation and com- 
munication, annihilating time and distance, the 
Snow King may still hold sway. Curbed only in 
his lighter skirmishing, he can still laugh at the 
puny opposition when his heavier batteries ride 
the winds.

Most shops sell sheets of three 


lengths—ninety inches, ninety- 
nine inches and one hundred 
and eight indies. There are usu- 
ally five widths to choose from. 
Those fifty-four inches wide are 
called cot sheets and are very 
narrow. Single sheets are sixty- 
three indies wide and those of 
three-quarter bed are seventy- 
two inches wide. For double beds 
there are sheets of • eighty-oil;; 
inches width and larger ones 
that 
measure ninety 
inches 


across. 
The cot sheets are as their 


name indicates suitable for only 
the narrowest of beds. Many 
housewives buy three-quarter 
sheets for single beds as they 
may be tucked in better and 
thus are less apt to loosen. The 
smaller, full-width sheets are 
then chosen for three-quarter 
beds and the largest sheets for 
the full-sized bed. 


Many women are now buying 


sheets vith a colored border 


' which are only a little more ex- 


pensive than the all-white sort.
